ULEVJ2N o^clock on a Saturday 
-■-* nfght . ♦ , in HashviUe, Tennas^ 
see! The great Victory Service 
Center on FatharJand Street^ situ- 
ated in the mammoth Dixie Gospel 
Tabernacle^ ’was saying goodnight 
to the last of the countless number 
of soldier boys who had been served 
that day with the contforts of 
home. Suddenly^ there was a eomt 
motion at the firont door, and an- 
other swarm of friendly^ laughing 
youngsters poured into the canteen. 

Tired, but with heuta wpmn at tbs 
th{>ui;ht of beinir ablp to help these boys, 
the workera got busy Soon the hnild- 
jha is echoing with the choerins voioes of 
£fratid Amerkan youth— lad^ who havo 
offered their lives to their Country and 
ask for only fair breabnent In return. 

But Lot lira. Btvaln, wife of the ^^a- 
tional Director of the Spiritual Defense 
Cruaada, tell the story in her own words. 

PHTSICilL AMD SPIBITUAl FCXlD 

“I wonder if I can make you see the 
picture,’^ wrote Mrs. Bwaln In a letter 
to her husband who was at the moment 
in Akron, Ohio looking after mabters at 
national headquarters, "when around fl 
oarlock Saturday night, seventy-five sol- 
diers came fUlug in at the door of the 
Canteen lounge. We ’were nbout ready 
to c1o$e, for usually the convoy tracks 
are loading and. preparing to take the 
boys back to the maneuvering po'lnt by 
thdt time. JThe soldisrs must be off the 



atreata at midnight.) '* But on this oc- 
casion several fellows had not reported 
to the trucks and the lieutenant sent the 
rest of them up to the Victory Service 
Center to Wait until their buddies were 
rounded np. 

"Can you believe nnej, those boya were 
soon all over the place, having e Kllarioua 
time. They were even In the furnace 
room, then back in the kitchen, carrying 
coffee out into the canteenj, helping In 
every way they could and enjoying it to 
the fullest erteut, for we were abort of 
help. 

"Many whom we servo here from day 
to day, win go directly into the fighting 
areas, to face death, if necessary. I hope 
and pray that in addiUon to supplying 
food, that we are doing something to 
help some to be ready, if the hour oomes 
for them to go out from a battlefield, 
to meet their Maker. It Is certainly 
grand to be able to provide, food and 
supply cots on which to sleep. But al- 
ways food for th« soul, ia uppermost 
with us here," 

Pointing out that whOe many people 
imagine soldiers to he indifferent to the 
things of Cod, Mrs. Bwain says the op- 
posite is true in almost every case. 

"We ha’ve found them grateful for 
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Scriptural teaching," she says, "and easy 
to reach for they realize the terrible Job 
that lies ahead. I feel that if the ci- 
vilians of America Were as concerned 
about the things of Cod, as are the men 
Ln the armed forces, a revival would 
break out to change oanditiona now pre- 
vailing in the world." 

CATCHING THE VISIOM 

I.ocatcd in the heart of one of the 
greatest maneuvering areas of the entire 
United States, Buirounded by five camps, 
Nashville is unable to care for the thou- 
sands of boys who ooine into town on 
overnight and week-end passes, Grasp- 
ing the need and sensing a spcelal op- 
portunity to serve, Dr. Sam S’wain, 
Founder and Faster of the giant Dixie 
Tabernacle, made the premises available 
as a canteen and service center, to help 
these man aud boys, thus adding one 
more patriotic link to the chain of Chris- 
tian work he waa already handling ns Di- 
rector of the National Spiritual Defense 
Crusade.

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Foundations Of The Faith

^HE moat widely accepted atate- 

ment of Christian doctrino writ- 
ten m the hiatory of the Church ia 
found embodied In the Apostles’ 
Creed. But atran^e to say, no one 
knows exactly ’when and with 
whom it origincited. This Creed 
’was in. use among Cliriatiaiis dur- 
ing the early part of the second 
century. 

The document consists of ons hundred 
and ten words, divided into twelva sec- 
tions, oauch dealing with an important 
segment of New Testament truth. Every 
cardinal doctrine of historical and evan- 
gelical Cbristianlty is herein empbasized. 
Nq Christian who sincerely seeka to gear 
his beliefs according to this pattern will 
go astray. 

Snnne bold to tbe view that the Creed 
originated on tbe day of Pentecost, each 
of tbe twelva Apostles contributing a 
clausa, writing under Inspiration. Tbie 
is a pleasant thought hut it cannot be 
subBtantiated. The text, arranged in its 
natural dlvisLons, is aa follows;

This Creod must bo right because it 
has survived the wear aud tear of the 
centuries. It has witnessed the rise and 
fall of empires. It hsB etood beside tbe 
graves of those who boastetl they ’wer-e 
going to wipe ■Chriadanity fremn the face 
af the earth. It has carried martyrs 
thi-ough flatnos of persecution into the 
preeence of the Lord, It has anchored 
the faith and thrilled the hearts of un- 
counted millions. 

CHEDOJ 

The atateiuent begins with a positive 
declaration . . . "I BELIEVE.” 

Early ChrisUans harbored no doubts. 
They kriew what, and in Whom, they be- 
liovod. No queetion marks hung like 
ugly spectree over the articles of tho 
Faith. Thoy believed in the Inspiration 
of the ScriptureBr the Fact of Sin, the 
Necessity of a Redeemer, the Deity of 
Christ, Hie Virgin Birth, Blood Atone- 
ment, Koeurraction and Second Doming. 
These and other broad fiindamentale 
’were accepted without equivocation. 
Upon thle foundation the great Chris- 
tian systems of the world have been built, 

A Preacher once a^ed an Actor how 
it was that members of the theatrical 
fi-atemity were often able to hold the at- 



tentien of audieucee better than tha 
clergy. T^e Actor replied: "We nctexs 
present fiction as though it were fact. 
Sometliries ministers present fact aa 
though it were fiction." 

Thsif* is Fiction about our holy 
Faith. The apologetic tone should be 
discaided froiu tnodorn preaching. The 
Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ is not 
a Btring of negatives. "Credo!" I be- 
lieve!

The text of the Creed starts whare 
Genesis begins, "In the beginning God." 
The men who wrote it could almost reach , 
back and touch the hem of the Master's 
gsiment. The events associated with 
our Lord'^ Hfo in the flesh ’Wexs vivid 
before their minds. They had recently 
seen God unveiled upon the earth in hu- 
man form. Te them the Heavsnly 
Father was real — very real. "Jesns 
saith, he that hath seen me hath aeon 
the Father." 

"Maher of heaven and esrth.” The 
wiiteTS of the Creed possessed an exalted 
conception of God. They were conscious 
of His power and majeaty. 

Meditate upon the bigness and sub- 
limity of the universe . . . contEmplate 
the movememt of heavenly bodies, worlds, 
suns and systems . . , conaider the fur- 
ther fact that a reJgu of law operates 
throughout the universe, implying the 
existence of an Infinite Mind and Archi- 
tect — and you ’will say with the men 
who penned this immortal document, 'T 
believe in God the Father Almighty, 
Maker- of heaven and earth."

ards of comparJsoa that e d&ffaitian la 
imposaible. If a demonatraticm ef God^a 
exiatenc^ ^ere jiosaible, would be too 
ciifciiinsorlbed. to fiU the office of Su- 
preme Beinip and Buler ocE tha uulverae. 
Even on the hum&u plane there are 
verfUes to he accepted by faith which do 
not admit of proof, 

Electndty remains an enigrma to 
fcloncc, hlon know how to produce It 
hnt are ig^norant rcg'ardirtv its ultimate 
essence. The word likewige wan- 

ders through Bcience without a definition. 
The most powerful microscope cannot 
make ft visible to the natural eye. 
Thought motivates the brain of man but 
having no weight, form or substance 
mental processes defy material demon- 
stration. Sir Isaac Newton discovered 
the law of gravitation, but gravity re- 
mains a myetery. Aatronomy tells about 
the movement of heavenly bodies, but 
breaks down when, 'it tries to eitplain 
what moves the movement. 

The eolation to these and similar 
queries Is found in the faithful Creed, 
believe in God the Fatbsr Almighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth.^' Fbith be- 
gins where reason and logic end. 

The motal image' of God is engraved 
upon every soul. "God created man in 
his own image, in the image of God 
created he him " Then the human like- 
ness of the Infinite became marred by 
sin. But in his present stata> man pos- 
sesses, to a limited degree^ tho attributes, 
of the Ci'^etor. Idko God, he has capac- 
ity to think, feel and wlU, 

For this reason, humana are incurably 
reUgious, In' regions where the light cf 
Christian truth hss not penetrated, the 
Worshipful instinct finds expression 
through idol worship and the vai^ous 
heathen religions. The existence of re- 
ligious intuition confirms the fact that 
the apiritual image of the Creator was 
originally etamped in the human soul. 
Tbo deepest craving of men, the world 
around, is for communion with God, This 
is sufficient to forever invalidate the 
argument of the atheist, 

■^»d the Father Almighty," As a lov- 
ing Father, He has prepared for us a 
written message — the eupematurally in- 
spired Word, Said Peter: "Holy men of 
God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost.™ And Paul: "AH soripturs 
is given hy inspiration of God.™ 



Great truths which tho mind of man 
could not invent, unaided by supernatural 
inspiration^ are hero recorded. ISTo 
amount of human reason aud research 
could produce the factual statements cqn- 
tainod in theso pages regarding the 
mysteries of life, death and the future 
state of the soui. The Apostles and 
Prophets became illuminated instruments 
for the expression of the Holy Spirit, 

This introductory clause of the 
Apostles* Creed presents the cue tmo 
God as (1> the Ahnighty Creator and 
(2) a personal, loving Father, "We think 
of the poetical utterance of the Psalmist, 
"Bike aa a father pitieth his children^ so 
the Lord pitieth them that fear him.™

It has been correctly said that the New 
Testament is held togotber not thi-ough 
literary excellenee nor its historic pre- 
cision^ but the one consistent cbai-acter 
of Jesus pcrtrayed by the writers. As 
He held men hy His fascinating beauty 
while in the flesh, so He holds us today. 
Those who know the Saviour intimately, 
share the attitude of the writers of the 
Creed in taking Him out of the man class 
and putting Him in the God class. 

The pre-existence of Christ, prior to 
His incarnation in a human body is a 
fact accepted by aU who worship Him aa 
Lord and Master. The testimony of 
Scripture is Ksplicif^cm this subject. John 
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said: *ln the beginning was the Werd^ 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God. The same was in the 
beginning with God," 

Our Lord was "with God” before the 
fouiudstiou ef the world. The language 
used here,, indicates conscious, personal 
existence distinct from God hut insep- 
arably aasociated with Him. And He 
"was God^^ — In substance, essence and 
all the qualities of deity, 

"No man hath seen God at any time; 
the only begotten Son, which Is In the 
bosom of the Father^ he hath declared 
him.^* 

Aa a nuember of the eternal Trinity, 
our Lord shared the exertions of cre- 
ation, Thus, Faults letter to the Colos- 
sians describes Him as the "image of the 
invisible God, the firethorn of every 
creature." The tenn "firstborn" means 
"the first-begotten," implying priority 
and superlative dignity. 

The writer of the Hebrawa says, "the 
vrorlds" were made by the Son of God, 
Jjitarally translated, "worlds" means 
"ages," Including all things and persons 
belonging to them; the universe, includ- 
ing all space and perieda of time, things 
material and things Gpiritual 

This ia the exalted Being Who stooped 
low, fashioned for Himself a human 
body and "dwelt among us." He was 
not an ordinary man. Old Testament 
vecoi-ds speak of Hia pre-ejdgtence. 
Psalraa 2:7 calls Him the Son of God+r 
Genesis 1$:7-14 describes Him as the 
Angel of ths Lojd. Thera are innumer- 
able references to Him as Jehovah. 
Daniel 3;22-2B tells the atoi^ of three 
boys thrown into the fiery furnace, and 
a fourth appearing with them, desig- 
nated aa "the Son of Go<L” This event 
took place about the year m> B. C, 

Moreover, there are many Old Testa- 
ment quotations which refer to pre-exlsl> 
ant manifestations of the Christ, rO’ 
produced in the New Testament. 
Matthew 3:3 quotes Isaiah 40:3. First 
Corinthians 10:4 quotes Hxoduis IdjfO. 
John 12:41 quotas Isaiah 3:1. The 
Apostlas left no doubt In their writings 
that the Jehovah of the Old Testament 
and Jesus Christ of the New Testament 
was one and the same Pei'son. 

The vlaitation of the Son of God to this 
planet hi a physical body is called, hi 
theological parlance, Hla "Humiliation." 
This state was only temporary, but nec- 
essary, to bring about a solution to the 
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sin problem- During this period, walk- 
ing among men, finally subjected to the 
shame and agojiy of the Gross, He 
thought it not "robbery" to announca 
His pofiltion as equal with God. "Humih- 
adon" ended with "Exaltation" when He 
rose triumphant from the grove and 
aaeended into Heaven, in plain view of 
five hundred witnesses.

Prophecy : '‘The Lord himself shall give 
you a sign; Behold a virgin shall con- 
ceive, and bear a son, and shall call his 
name Immanuel." Isaiah 

AimiiiiieiaGoa: "And the angel said 
unto her. Pear not, Mmy; for thou hast 
found favor with God. And, behold, thou 
shalt eoneeive in thy womb, and bring 
forth a son, and shait call hie name 
JE3U8 - , . The Holy Ghost ahaJL come 
upon thee, and the power of the Highest 
shall overshadow thee: therefore also 
that holy thing which ahall he bom of 
thee shall be called the Son of God,” 
Luke 1:30. 31, 35, 

FulfHlcaent:: "For unto you is bom 

this day in the city of David a Gaviour, 
which is Christ the Lord." Luke 2:11. 

Prior to his discipleship, Luke was a 
physician. He practiced medicine ac- 
cording to the roles and regulations of 
Roman law. He would have been the last 
man of his day to be deceived by false 
and spurious cleims. The record of 
events in Judea contained in Hie Gospel, 
reads like an official birth certificate 
substantiating claims made for the 
Virgin Birth of our Lord. Matthew's 
report fs equally dear and sstisfyitig. 
Both writers knew Mary personally, and 
were therefore within reach of original 
sources of Information. 

Men of evil minds have dropped un- 
complimentary remarks, designed to re- 
flect upon her character. She has been 
denounced as an adulteress. One school 
of "religious" thought even shouts from 
the housetops that Christ was the 
bastard £on of a Homan soldier. 



On a certain DCCBsion, the birth of 
Christ Was a Subject of discussion be- 
tween Himself and a group of rdlgloua 
leaders. The conversation ia recorded in 
John 3:33-59, Our Lord's claim to super- 
natural generation, stated In the words, 
"I proceeded forth, and came from God," 
proTcked ridicule and ajigei on the part 
of those to whom He spoke. They hurled 
a terrible iDsqlt at His mother. 

They said: "We hs not bom of forni- 
cation," The inference was unmistak- 
able. They sought to Imply that He was 
thus bom. Oh I how the Christ must 
have resented the alur! That they 
should have had the audacity tq blacken 
tho name of the fairoat among women I 
It is not difficult to imagine His fingers 
twitching, cheeks flushing and words 
taking the form of barbed arrows. His 
answer was quick and sharp: "Ve are of 
your father the devil." 

luiinediately after the Annunciation, 
Mary sought out hoc closest kin, She 
"arose and went into the hUl ceiintry 
with haste, into city of Juda." 

The hill country was a mountainous 
tract running along the middle of Judea, 
from north to south. Ths city was prob- 
ably Hebron. She entered the "house of 
Sacharias, and saluted Elisabeth." Her 
behaviour leflectod a purity of soul 
which the enemies of Christ have never 
been able to deface. She greeted Eliza- 
beth with the shout: "My soul doth 

magnify the Lord." This was followed 
by a magnificent cautlcla* ia which the 
strains of Hannah^s ancient song, In simi- 
lar circumstances, were caught up and 
modified to make the words more- sub- 
Ipme, 

Had Mary been guilty of the charges 
named above, she would not have sought 
the association of her closest friends and 
relatives. She would have been sorrow- 
ful and crestfRllem She would have de- 
sired seclusion. Her ^general deport- 
ment, and ecstacy of spirit. Is therefore 
psychological evidence in support of the 
Virgin Birth. 

It ia impossible to level mir Lord down 
to human proportions. In the argument 
—Turn To Pag* 6. 
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with the religiomats who fal^elf accused 
Hia mothci'^ He uttered the ehell^g^: 
"Which of you convmcieth me of sin?” 

He is the only Person ever to ]ive on 
this earth, enttrely hnimine to sin. His 
bittercat enemies have never proved that 
He committed a single sin in the days otf 
Hla flesh. Only Ood could live a einlesa 
life in a sin-fnll world. The miraculous 
life of Christ is an Unanswerable argu- 
meat for His miracuLous hlrth. 

Tbe eteiTval Sen incarnate was and is 
very Ood> complete and perfect In 
essencCj^ qualities, attributes, love, will 
and purpose. He assumed Ibnitationa 
like those of man— physical, paychical 
and sphdtuab in Order to consummate 
the plan of human redemption. He 
demonstrated power over aim diseascj^ 
death and the elements of nature. He 
fulfilled Old Testament prophecies prO" 
claiminjj^ His deity. He referred to His 
pre-existence by sayings "Before the 
world was, I am,”

historical reference ushers into the New 
Testament narrative a representstiye of 
the Homan government under whose rvle, 
a Berios cf strange and catastrophic 
movements were destined to occur. His 
ten year term aa Governoi- of Judaea 
Was fraught with momentous ^venis that 
changed the entire course of human his- 
tory. 

EKuring this time Jesus walked through 
the country, healing the sick, cleansing 
the leperst raising the dead, teaching as 
never another man taught. He drew to 
Himself the wrath of persecutors^ evaded 
many schemes cf entrapment, was false^ 
ly accused of sedition and heresy. He 
endured mocic trials in both Jewish and 
Roman courts, was condemned cn per- 
jured testimony, A mob shouted lies 
with such fETodty that He was finally 
forced to cai>ry a Gross up Golgotha's 
hni and there be executed with hardened 
crlminaia. His body was placed in the 
tomb of a rich man, one Joseph of 
Arimathea, 

AH of this is a matter of historical 
record, Zt compares favorably with 
Gibbon's ^TDedine and Pall of the Roman 
Empire" or Bancroft's “History of the 
United States.*' No part of the story 
can be contradicted. 

Failing to enti^ap our Lord, the perse- 
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cutors charged Him with sedition. It was 
on these gtounda that they wera able to 
biftig Him before the Homan court. Suc- 
ceeding in this, they reliEd Upon ether 
false cjiarges and mob hysteria to com- 
plete the Satan-inspired scheme. "Thou 
ai-t not Caesar’a friend, if thou let this 
man go,” was tbeir eiy before Pilate. 

Borne hours prior to the appearance in 
Pilate's court, the high priest put Christ 
under solemn oath to answer whether 
or not He was the Son of God. "And 
Jesus said, I am." 

The false accusation of sedition was 
repeated. "And they began to accuse 
him, saying, We found this fellow per- 
verting the uaticn, and forbidding to 
give tiibute to Caesar, saying that ho 
himself is Christ a King." 

"Perverting the nation . , . foibiddlng 
tribute . . . saying he is a King." More 
despicable falsehoods never fell from 
human lips. Yet these untruths sank 
into the minds of a sufficient number cf 
people to erfealo a wave of hysteriB 
against an lunccaut man. The Greed 
rings truci "Suffei-ed under Pontius 
Pilate." .. 

The Homan questionsr put the matter 
straight to the Victim; "What hast thou 
done?" 

What had He done? He had healed 
sick people, set captive souls at liberty, 
gone about doing good! But withal. He 
incurred the displeasure of a group whose 
anger knew no hounds, "Jesus answered. 
My kingdom Is not of thia woild: if my 
longdem were of this world, then would 
my servants fight, that 1 should not be 
delivered to the Jews; hut now is my 
kingdom not from thence." 

'Then Pilate asked: "Art thou a King," 
There was no sarcasm or disdain in. this 
question. He was trying, in every con- 
ceivable way, to find some gixitinda for 
incriminating Jesus, hoping thereby to 
satisfy the demauds of those who de- 
manded His execution. Finally, the 
Roman jurist cried; "I find no fault in 
him," 

This was the official verdict and should 
have been accepted aa final. Far from 
yielding to the decision, the accusers 
shouted the lender, Bsrahhas waa next 
released as a gesture to quiet the mob. 
This availed nothing, 

Jesus was acourgod* A mock coro- 
nation was enacted. A crown of thorns 
was platted and placed upon His head in 
mockery of a regal ctowu. They stripped 
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Him of every garment and wrapped His 
form In a purple robe, thereby imitating 
the Lmperiai purpLo worn by moAsrehs, 
After this, a reed was placed In His 
hand, like an imitation sceptre. In con- 
tempt, "they bowed the knee before him." 

"Hail," they ehouted, doing derisive 
homage to the Man from Heaven. .Not 
satiafieil with these indignities, they spat 
in His face, smote Him on the head with 
the reed, removed the purple robe and 
returned the original raiment. 

Thinking this would surely satisfy the 
accusem and quell their passions, Pilate 
stopped forward and said: "Behold the 
man!" 

There is no' reason to suppose that 
hatred for Christ dictated these words. 
There was clearly a struggle in the 
breast of the Governor, Not only was 
he reluctant to surrender to mere clamor 
an innocent man, but a feeling of anxiety 
about the mysterious claims of the Ghiist 
made heavy demands upon his soul. 
Moreover, he could not forgot the vision 
hifl wife had experienced, and her ad- 
monition to be cautious in disposing of 
this particular case. Whatever the moti-^ 
vation, these three words have been ap- 
propriated by all Ghristendom, and per- 
manenGy enshrined in the hearts of muL- 
■dbudes as a sublime expression of calm, 
rapt admiration for the Buffering Lord. 
"Behold the matiP 

"Then delivered he him therefore unto 
the™ to bV crucified," 

The sun set that night upon a saddor 
picture than any artist ever tried to 
paint. A heart-broken, forlorn band of 
humiliated, disappointed, defeated fol- 
lowers gained permission from the ruler, 
to lift the precioue body from the Gross 
and. bear it away tenderly to a prepared 
resting place. 

But were they really defeated?

The reference to Christ descending 
into Hell compriEOe one of the most mys- 
terious and misunderstood passages of 
the entire Greed. Some Church groups 
even elimmste it, while others substL 
tute different words to change the mean- 
ing. 



Taken at its face value, the passage 
ehowa the depth of Christ's love, no hell 
being too deep for Him to reach in de- 
claring the message of redemptiDii. 
There Is no sorrowful experience, heart- 
break, poverty, triaL agony, temptation 
or sinful abyss into which a soul may 
sink, that He cannot reach. No Kell is 
beyond the range of Hla love and power. 

"WhSle this fact is pleasant to contem- 
plate, yet the clause, “Ho descended Into 
hell," is infinitely more than a figure 
of Speech. The writers of the Creed 
were not engaging in a mere play upon 
words. They were close enough to the 
events associated with the Ineamatioh 
of the eternal Son, to know that while 



His body rested in the tomb. He scl^ally 
descended into Hell, 

The Psalmist, looking forward to this 
experience was prompted to write t 
"Either shall I go from thy spirit? or 
whither shall I flee from thy presence ? 
If I ascend up into heaven, thou art 
there: IF. I MAKE MY BED IN HELL, 
BEHOLD, THOU ART THEBE- If I 
take the wings of the morning, and dwell 
in the uttermost part of the sea; Even 
there Bhflll thy hand lead me, and thy 
right hand shall hold me. If £ say, Sure- 
ly the darkness ishall cover me; even the 
uight shall be light about me."

This is one of the moat difficult pas- 
sages of the entire Bible and to under- 
stand it^ one needs exanxiue the word 
Hell in its VflTiotis ehades of meaning. 
The texins Faradise and Abraham's 
Bosom must be understood. Such words 
as Sheolf Hades> Gebecina and Tartarus 
appoitrln^ in the original Hebrew and 
Greek texts, must be studied^ All four 
of these words are translated Hell in the 
King James Version of the Bible but 
they actually possess widely different 
meanings. 

The Old Testament came to us in 
brew and the New Testament In Creek. 
Sheol, a Hebrew word, is translated three 
■waye, to read Helld Grave and Fit, It 
means Utemlly, “The place of the dead 
prior to the coming of Ohristj but not 
necessarily a place of punishment." 
When l>avld said. In Psalms 88:3, "My 



"ContaJnsi the only message of 
Netmoeller to the outside world*’^ 
— ' N, Y. Tiitiea, 
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life draweth nigh Unto the graTe," 
Sheol was the originel text. Jehovah, 
speaking through the same writer, an- 
nounced, "Thou wilt not leave my soul Ln 
helL” Sheol is likewise used here, re- 
ferring to Christ's visit to those regions, 
while His body would be in the tomb* 

There were upper and lower levels of 
Sheol. The ancients called the upper 
region Abraham's Besom and our Lord 
referred to it as Paradise, Souls leav- 
ing the body under the promiae, looking 
forward to the' coming of the Son of God 
during Old Testament times, entered 
Paradise, Souls in an unrighteous state 
gravitated to the lower levels. 

The state of the soul at death de- 
termines the plane to which it will gravi- 
tate. The conditions of a plane tend te 
perpetuate and augment the state of soul 
consciousuosa. Thus, when an in-Christod 
saint leaves the body, he enters a pleas- 
ant eiivlroiimient where loved ones, 
sngdio beings and every condition con-^ 
tributes to the joy of the new arrival* 
Tha opposite is true* Dark lines in the 
soul, resulting from heart wickedness, 
cause the unregenerste to gavitate to 
Hades whone remorso produces tortures 
unknown to men on the earth. 

During the time that the body of 
Christ was in the tomb. Ho entered iSheoL 
Hence His words to the thief on the 
Croes, "Today shalt thou be with me in 
paradise." He joined the thief in the 
upper regions of Sheol immediately after 
the tragedy of Calvary. Throe days later 
He forbade Mary to touch Him, saying 
He had not yet ascended to the Father. 
The discrimination between Paradise and 
Heaven is at once evident* "He went 
and preached unto tha spirits in prison,'' 
said Peter. The Creed saya: "He de- 
scended into hell*” 

"Wherefore he saith. When he ascended 
Up on high, he led captivity captive, and 
gave gifts unto men* Now that he as- 



cended, what is it but that he also de- 
scended First into the lower parts of the 
earth? He that descended is the same 
also that ascended Up far above all 
heavens, that he might Fill aU things*” 
Ephesians 4;3-10, 

Jesus lifted Paradise out of Sheol, Be^ 
cause of Hie fini^ad work, souls leaving 
the body in Christ do not, in this dispen- 
sation, gravitate to Sheet For tho 
Christian, “To ba absent froip tho body' 
is to be present with tho Lord." 

The New Tcetsmcat Grsak word Hades 
has, in eonto respects, the same meaning 
as. ^aoL of the Old Testament* How- 
ever, Sheol was the abode of both right- 
eous and tmrightaons, in its upper and 
lower regions. Since tho Resurrection of 
Chriat and HLs ministry to the apirltfl in 
prison, only the unrighteous go into 
Hades — there to remain until the Great 
White Throne Judgment* Hades appears 
ten timea in the New Testament and In 
each instance is trimslatad Hell* 

At a later tlmej, Hades will he swal- 
lowed up in Gehenna. This Is doacrihed 
to Beveiation 3:0:13-14, "And death and 
hell <Hades) delivered up the dead which 
wore in them: and they were judged 
every man according to their works. 
And death and htdl (Hades) were cast 
Into the lake of fire:” Hades, is then, 
tho abode of the departed wicked in this 
age between death and judgment. 

The Greek word Gehenna is derived 
fitcim the ancient Hebrew name, VsUoy 
of Hinnom, a deep, narrow glen south of 
Jerusalem. There, ehildren were offered 
in heathenish sacrifices to the fire god 
Moloch. One place In the valley, called 
Tophet, contained a brazen statue which 
wae kept heated at all times* Amid 
the beating of drums and clanging of 
cymbals, human sufferers were thrown 
into tho ftamss* From this background, 
the word Gehonna emorgod. It appears 
tbirteon times in the Four Gospels. 
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The remaining GrMh tarm Tartarus, 
occurs once in the New Testament. Peter 
used it to describe "the deepest abyss of 
hades," presumably the abode of fallen 
angels. 

Having clarified the - Apostolic teach- 
ings regarding tho subject of Ilfo aftor 
death, one is impressed with the im- 
portance of making a right decision in 
the matter of personal salvatiou* The 
greateat cf all mistakes is that of re- 
jecting the Lord Joaus Chriat as Savimuf* 
The soul's destiny hinges upon accept- 
ance or rejection of the Bon at God In 
this life* 

"The third day he rose again from 
the dead,” Tha makers of tho Creed fol- 
lowed an orderly arrangement in. ease- 
ckting the triumph of Christ over the 
tomb with Hia visit to Sheol. 

Departure from this life to early 
Christians was not a plunge into the 
dork* They understand conditions on the 
other side and aoughi to prepare accord- 
ingly* Death was a portal through which 
they stepped into a better world* The 
Eesurrection of the Master was freah in 
the thinking of everyone and this pro- 
vided hope and assurance of victory over 
death. He was the great Example— 
"the flratfraite of them that alept,y 

Lifa alter death is a certainty, for the 
reason that Jeaus Ghriat came back from 
the grave*' Becauso He recognized His 
friends durldg the period between the 
Beaurreetlon and Asosnaicn, wc know 
that we too sbaU recognize our loved 
ones* Several Instances of recognition 
are recorded in the New Testament. 

Mary knelt outside the tomb weeping. 
She heard a voice* Thinking it to be the 
gardener, she tamed to inquire about the 
body* Instead of the gardener, the 
Christ spoke. He said, "Mary" and she 



replied, "Master.” Tbia was recognition 
after the Resurrection, 

Thomas was an honest doubter. Ho 
refused to believe Christ bad risen until 
opportunity should he provided to 
examine the nail prints in the hands and 
sword thrust in the side* Jesus ap- 
peared, saying: “Behold my hands . . . 
and my side." Thomas answered, "My 
Lord and my God." This was recognition 
after the Resurrectioxi. 

Our Lord had prophasied His tomb ex- 
perience several months earlier: "And he 
began to teach them that the Sou of man 
must suffer many things, and be rejected 
* , * and be kUled, and after three days 
rise again*” 

The fulfillment of this prophecy trans- 
formed the little hand of timid followers 
into flaming evangels. It filled thaia 
with boldness. They want out to face 
persecution and opposition the like of 
which human beings never before or 
aince encountered. Animated! with a 
knowledge that even death assured them 
of entrance into the presancs of the One 
Whom thay loved, nothing was able to 
atop this group iu tha grand march of 
proclaiming Gespd truth*

They felt quite awed when they realized 
what had token place* The man had

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When Prayer Ascended From Bataan Jungles 



TktlElNG recent weeks, the Nation hag 
been Rlternately thrilled at the hero- 
ism digplayed by American boys cap- 
tured during enemy attacks upon Bataan 
Peninsula . . , and horrified at the stories 
of Japanege atrocities reproduced from 
the diary of the late Lieutenant Colonel 
W, E, Dyess who lived through these 
'tragic experiences. 

The editorial genius of the ChIdagO 
Tribune made possible the release of the 
Dyess story in senaL form, by the daily 
press. One thought af major signifi- 
cance ig woven throughout the narrative 
—namely, the power of prayer as exer- 
cised by Lieut. Col, Dyess and the little 
group who escaped with him from a 
Japan esc prison camp, only to plunge 
into wild, uncharted junglea. 

A few jottings reproduced from the fa- 
mous diary will he sufficient to record 
this fact: 

* * A 

"We alwa'ys wore able to thank God we 
were anywhere except back amorig the 
Japs, subject to their barbaric cruelties, 
their policy of systematic starvation, and 
their creed of murder for captives. Even 
when things were at their worst we cculd 
aay to ourselves that we were well off. 

“Daylight af our secoud day In the 
jungle showed us that the stream barring 
our progress had risen during the night. 
We cut nearly a dozen trees to bridge 
Ik Going was much more difficult after 
we reached the other side. Our Filipino 
comrades, Victor and Ben, went ahead, 
swinging their raaor sharp boloa at tbe 
matted gro^h. 

“At 9 a- m, we checked our profress 
and found we had been making even 
poorer time than we had thought. This 
was dangerous. Once tbe Japs picked 
up our bread trail, they would have the 
benefit of our clearance work and would 
travel much faster than cur parly. 

“At 10 B. m. the jungle ended and wa 
were in tbe great swamp. The water was 
knee deep with soft mud at the bottom. 
There were occasional grassy hummocks 
of firm ground, twit not enough of them 
to help U3 much. Sword grass grew l(j 
and 12 feet high. Every time a blade of 
it struck U3 it laid the eWn open like a 
knife, Ylctor and Ben wrapped their 



hands and faces, but they were bleeding 
profusely iti a abort time. The heat was 
steamy and weakening. 

^"Thera was nothing to do hut go on. 
Only the prison lay behind and we knew 
we^d have to crose the swamp some- 
whera. Often, after cutting 25 yards or 
so, we encountered clumps that ware too 
much, even for the keen bolos. We would 
have to retreat and try again. It wbb not 
uncommen to make less than itiO yards 
in, an hour. At 2 p. m. we were about 
finished. ... 

"An eerie glow appeared in the west. 



Rome of ua thought i|j might be a forest 
:Gre, but it was obvious that if this were 
true the fire musi be many mlleg off. 
Then we saw thot the oast wae glowing 
elao and realized we were seeing one of 
those strange tropical sunsets that lights 
up the sky in all diractiqns.

How We Got Our Bible - p<«ti- 
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riTHE original documents of our Bible 
■*' ar* lost in mistg of antiquity.. Their 
form IB a subject of conti-oversy. The 
earlier notion that the art of writing was 
unknown to man until oomparatirely re- 
cent times is no longer accepted. Aa far 
hack SB we can now follow the history of 
civilized man, writing waa known and 
practiced. 

Any attempt to trace the original 
forma of the aourcea from which the Old 
Testament emerged is foiled for lack of 
concrete material with which to work. 
It le sufficient for the heliavcr to know 
that the records were supematurally in- 
spired although prOBented hy human 
procesBee which we are now ready to 
consider. This premise has been so 
fmnly established, from many different 
etigles* as to trangcand all doubt. 

The first que^on with which we are 
coacernrd. in these studies is: What Is 
The Bible? 

tt is a best seller — tho world's most 
widely read and circulated work. To 
many people it is simply a ''book.*' But, 
this concept is wrong. The Bible is a 
LIBRARY composed of siity-fiix *'hooka,'' 



It is the duty of the archaeoLogisi to 
trace effecta back to causes ... to follow 
the gleam back to originaL documenta — ' 
and then go behind those documents. 
Tracing Juet TO the original document 
and stopping there, does not give us tke 
psychology and background of the article 
under scnitiiiy. 

The Bible is a, LTTERATUEE, What 
is a literature? The answer must ha 
that literature is the mass-experience of 
a group of people put into record form 
for future contemplatioD. 

When this group becomes what we call 
a "natlou/' then this record becomes a 
national liteiatur& Such literature con- 
tains in a measure the differing concepts 
of life, emoHonal reactions to environ- 
ment, th* philosophy of adaption — or 
Conformation to environment, the psy- 
chology of the individual and the mass, 
mdudiug the interpretation and applica- 
tion of same^ the rise and development of 
morals and ethjcB, and the final mobiliza^ 
tion of all these factors into what be- 
comes the guide of life, namely RE- 
LIGION. 
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GRITIHG TO THE ROOTS 

The recH»rda, or literature do not con- 
tain all the mass-reaction, bnt partially, 
as interpreted by some mdlvidoal or in- 
dividuals, of the group. When some In- 
dividnali attempts to generalize this 
maas^xperience, then he enters the field 
of fiction, for generalization cannot 
otherwise be accomplished. The geiteral- 
Izatiou mus4 necessity, ho idaallaad. 
As a result, we do not get the bare, un- 
adulterated facts lying behind masa- 
experience, hut the facts as the origiu- 
ators wished them mterpreted. 

The archaeologist taksa the guilded, 
painted, vemi^lied, idealized slatcments 
of the documents and strips them of alt 
th« layers of veneering, and thus gets 
down to the real essence beneath poetic 
idealization. 

After we have done out beet with th® 
^elimination” exertions, modem man 
comes into contact with insuperable dif- 
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ficuities because the modus operand! of 
thought pr^ocesees in the Oriental and 
Occidental man, are so widely different, 
that tho gulf can scarcely be bridged. At 
the aante time, modes of exproissEon dif- 
fer radically. Thus it is almost Lmpoa- 
sible for one to understand or interpret 
the other. 

Archaeological science has demon- 
strated U IB possible to go so far back 
in the reccn-da of the past, that modem 
man cannot comprehend the content of 
which he discovers. Then language he- 
coracs an uncertain medium of communi- 
cation since words are capable of valuing 
shades of meaning and interpretation. 
Add te this the task of translating the 
real essence of one language into another, 
and you have a problein that almoat de- 
fies solution — humanly speaking. Th& 
shades and meaning of words of a "liv- 
ing" language ar^ constantly changing;, 
while in a "dead" language the Ideas 
they convey have forever crystallized. 
But at what Stage ef "meaning" did it 
Cr^tallize . . . for It was once a living 
language and "died." 

These are Just a few of the problems 
that confront the archaeologist and lin- 
guist in attempting to translate and in- 
terpret ancient decument^. 

ORIGINAL BmiR LANGUAGE 

The group of people whose mass-ex- 
perience is partially set forth in the 
original records of the Bible has been 
designated as Semitie. This term does 
not apply to race, but language. It 1b a 
philological term, and not anthropologi- 
cal In any aanae. In separate documents 
were set forth the eKperienesa of small 
groups, at first the individual, perhaps, 
then tho family, tho clan, the tribe, and 
finally the nation. These experiences 
extonded over several hundred years hut 
were all human experiences, expressed in 
human language. 

As far the archaeologist is able to 
detartnlnO] the couniiy in which the Bible 
had Its origin la Mesopotamia, which 



"per ao” is not exactly correct. The 
Sumerians came into Mesopotamia a few 
thousand years R. O. and found the coun- 
try uon-inhabited. These settlers brought 
with them a "literature," a language, and 
a culture that became tho foundation of 
later civil iiation in the region. By the 
time Abraham appeared on the acenes, 
the language was "dead," and the Litera- 
ture "claasieal," standing in the same re- 
laticn as Latin does to English today. 
From whence came these Sumerians ? It 
ia a matter of speculation at the present 
time. There la no agreement among In- 
vestigators. 

We are forced to say from an histori- 
cal and archaeological standpoint, there 
Was a time when no Bible existed. Then 
came the "Bible-making age." At this 
time, i. e. the beginning of the age, some 
person of adequate genius and com- 
prehensive skill undertook to assemhla 
priceless materials scattered and inco- 
herent, When I say "scattered," 1 mean 
just that* for there were found in Fgypt, 
for Instance, six "hooks" (tshlots) from 
the library of Abraham who evidently 
book them there when he visited Bgypi 
He failed to carry them away when 
ordered by the Pharaoh to leave. Moses 
used these tablets as primary documhuts 
in the compsaltioA of Genesis, We see 
in those human experiences aif over- 
shadowing mteUigence and guidancoi 
working toward a plan of spiritual and 
symmetric beauty, 

EXTERNAL METHOD USED 

This person of adequate genius massad 
together scattered documents of human 
experiencss, and thus there came into 
existence a coilectiort of formerly dis- 
connected writings and traditions to fenu 
the nucleus ef a nation'a hope^, aspira- 
tiona and rellgieoa feelLnga. This la the 
natural side and way of explaining 'the 
external method in which the Bible orig- 
inated. Paul evidoutly had theoo things 
in mind when he wrote in Hebrews 1:1, 
"God at Sundry times and in divers man- 
ners spoke In timeg past unto the fathers 



by the prophets." It is reasonable to as- 
sume that the "natural method" waa em- 
ployed up to a certain point in collecting 
and selecting the documsnta destined to 
go into the composition of the Bible. 

When We study the origin and develop- 
ment cf the Old Testament, we axe not 
studyirg religion "per se," but the whole 
and complete development of a culture 
and common root-language. The people 
Were not conscious of originating a re- 
ligion, hut did realize that a culture was 
being developed. The word "religio'n" 
does not appear In the Old Testament. 
There was no need of it, for the entity 
was the pattern of life. 

In the study of those records, one de- 
tMtg without difficulty the confliets and 
contradictiDns in tha minds of individuaLi 
and the maas-man. It was the purpose 
of the person as&embliTtg the zaatoriq] to 
iron cut these discordant features, to 
harmonize them into continuity and es- 
tablish an underlying purpose of life that 
' — Turn To Faga 14.

mlfht ha t1i« infalUble foandaticm for hu- 
man projsreae. So tbe fendamentaU of 
all ciTiljzatiati Ea an endeavor ol divided 
and incomplete human personality to at- 
tain unity, compLetEon and harmony with 
self and enviroimieiit. Suoh endeavor 
and results have been denominated os re- 
ligion^ but no such denomination appears 
anywhero In the Old Testament. 

3'ust what fields of human endeavor 
and thought does the Old Testament 
cover? Can, any of the followEn^ bo 
foomd in it: History of ReligioHj Philos- 
ophy of Religion, Psychology of Religion, 
Gomparativo Religion? The answer 
these ^estions must bs an emphatic NO. 

Can History, Poetry, Law, Folk-lore, 
Songs, Wise Sayings* Ethics, Prophecy, 
Morals, etc., be found as part of its con- 
tents ? The answer to this qqestion mnst 
he YES. 



It is History, Ethnology, Anthropology 
and their effects that the srchneologlst 
stndiea and interprets. 'Kirough the 
study of documents and artifacts he gets 
behind both, and finds the cause that 
produced them. 

THE SOURCE OF COHTMHlTY 
As previously indjeated, the Hlbk, as 
accepted by the majority of those who 
consider it sacred, is divided into sixty- 
six dlvisioBS, 01 * "books.” Those books 
differ widely in aathoi^ship, style, form 
and content. The mobilisation of material 
and documents; the selection and the for- 
mation of the paHeming, covers more 
Uian two thousand years. If these books, 
or documents differ bo widely fiiom eath 
other, what is the "common tie," or fac- 
tor that binds them Into one coherent 
whole with continuity? What was the 
current or motivation which swept ^Tioly 
men of old” along, to produce such a ra- 
markable and postively unique produc- 
tion? 



This brings os to consider the funda- 
mental purpose of the Book. If we ac- 
cept as historically true the doctrine of 
tha Fall of Man. and the desire of the 
First Cause, to restore man to his orig- 
inal state of sinlessnesB, He must devise 
a meane for Bnch restoration. Therefore 
He found, or created men who inight be 
the fouTidation-stones in Eig plan. 

These men were to nltimately build a 
nation, that, in turn, should produce a 
MAN Who wag to be the Medium by 
which human beings might be rastoied to 
harmony with God. Putting it another 
and shorter way, we may formulate the 
thesis as follows: Tha common factor of 
those books which form our Bihls is 
their "direct connection with God's his- 
torical revelation which culminated in 
Jesus, the Christ." This explains the 
moitvating character and se[»ratea it 
from all other literature,

Prisoners Of Hope In Christ 
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£0TtURN you to tha stronghold, ya 
^ prisoners of hope.”' Eech. 9:12, 

What a peculiar term God used in 
speaking of Hia chUdrern, St. Faul 
wrote: *Tf in this life only we have hope 
in Christ, we are of all men most miser- 
able.** St, John wrote; "Every man that 
hath this hope in him purilteth himsBlf, 
even aa he {Ghristli is pure,** 

What w this hope? How does it 
make virtual prisoners of those who 
entertain it? Ob what is it based? 
IVhat insiiireg it in the breasts of men ? 

Abram held such a hope while yet ha 
lived in TJr of the Chaldees. That hope 
took him away from his Telativaa and 
friends into a land and among a people 
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he knew not — into a land of warlike pca- 
pls among whom he could hope for no 
human aid or friendship. He went forth 
in obedience to the urge of this hope. 
"He went out^ not knowing whither he 
went." "He looked for a city which hath 
foundatioinsi” a mbatantial city, mark 
you, but "he sojourned in a strange 
countiy, dwelling in tents with his fam- 
ily.” 

Noah harbored this hope within his 
heart. He and big family Worked hard 
for 120 years doing something which 
those about him considered, no doubt, 
ineaoe. He a{ipeared to be a bondman. 
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toiling at the behest of gome fantastic, 
perhaps evil, spirit. He, too, was to all 
intents and purposes one cf these 
"prisoners ,of hope," for it held him to 
hts task in spite of the gibes of his fel- 
lows and the seemingly impractical, gi- 
gantic task of conatructing a great boat, 
Thero were, undoubtedly, many other 
things he could have done which, from 
the viewpoint of his fellows, would have 
been much more worthy of one's time and 
labor. Ha had a hope, 

Moses was inspired with a hope. He 
joined tha ranks of these voluntary 
"prisoners," choosing rather to suffer 
affliction than, to eujoy the position and 
power of bis rank as the son of a mon- 
arch, Pharaoh wag; the ruler of the great 
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nation Egypt. All the learning and riches 
of earth cotitered in that country, Moses 
was tn line to atop into Fharaeh*a posi- 
tion upon the death of the latter. He 
could have been one of the groat kings 
of earth; but, he bad a hope. It made 
. of him an ontcasti a fugitive, and brought 
him down froni the towering rank of roy- 
alty to the position of an humble aheep- 
herdor in a foreign land. Truly, he he- 
came a "prisoner of hope." 

And what shall I more say? for the 
time would fail me to tell of Gideon and 
of Berak, of Samson and Jepthah, of 
David and Samuel and of the propheta, 
who through faith (hope) subdued king- 
doms:, wrought righteousness, abtainod 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, 
quenched the violence of fire, escaped the 
edge of the sword, O'Ut of w&aknesa were 
made strong, waxed valiant in light, 
turned to flight the armies pf the aliens. 

Women received their dead raised to 
life again; and ethers were bortured, not 
accepting deliverance, that they might 
obtain a better resurrection; and others 
had trial of crdel modkiiigs and acourg- 
fngs, yea, moreover of bonds and im- 
prlsoTiments; they were stoned, they were 
sawn agunder, tempted, slain with the 
sword; they wandered about in sheep- 
skins and goatskins; being destitute, af- 
flicted, tormented; they wandered in 
deserts and mountaing, and dens and 
caves of the earth." (Heb. 11:2S-3S.) 
They had a hope. 

THE HOPE 

What IB this hope which makes prisou- 
ers of tncn — voluntary prisonErs ^ and 
' stays with them while they suffer at the 
hands of their fellownrien? It must he 
a very compelling hope, Ui eay the least. 
Well, the inspired Word tells us {Heb. 
lljld) "they desire a better country; 
that fs, an heavenly country-'* They 
are in this world, but are not worldly 
minded. That is, their hearts have re- 
ceived this hope of better things to come, 
and tiiey cannot be content with the 
things of this werfd in which they now 
live. They find, when they entertain 
this hope, that they become ag It "were 
aliens to their feliowmen-^a peculiar 
people in a strange land where they can

have no permanent, abiding place. They 
are pilgrims. They become a pBcnliar 
people, in the estimate of their fellows, 
because they have a zeal for righteous- 
rcBS, a love of the truth, a hatred for 
sin; they find that their fellowmeo dis- 
like the troth, hate dghteousneBS and 
greedily seek after worldly gain, power 
and riches, without regard for one an- 



other to whom they will lie and from 
whom they will steal. These imgcdLy 
ones do net atop, avsn at murder, in 
order to gain Uieir desires. They have 
said repeatedly, "We will not have this 
man (Christ Jesus) to rule over ua+” 

This hope, then, eauaes a diviaian be- 
tween thoso who poasesg it (or are 
possessed of it) and those loss favored. 
Those who do not have this hope are 
aliens toward God and enemies cf right- 
eonsneas. They will atop at no wicked 
act in order to gain what they desire. 
Of pity, they have none. They are like 
wolves in a pact seeking their prey. Liko 
wolves, they turn en masse upon tho 
weaker ones of the pack and devout them , 
too. Brute desire rules Such mem Hence, 
splritually-Uluminated followera of 
Ohriat endnre great persecution. 

’What chance, then, haa he who shows 
pity toward his weaker fellows; who 
msnifoats a love of the truth and a re- 
gard for righteouaness 7 These are but 
marka ol weakness In the «yea of tho 
pack, *nie lone wolf has no chance 
against the pack; for if he dares to dis- 
pute the right of the pack to kill and de- 
vour, he but draws down upon, his own 
head the wrath of all. 

Thia hope, then, ispriuging to life in 
the breast of one soon creates opposition 
on the part of the pack. He ceas^ to bo 
one of them. Away with him I He haa 
'a hope. 

EDEN LOST 

The earth was created as the abiding 
place of god-like creatures. Beauty, love, 
lighteonsnesa and joy were there. The 
Creator had made man In his own image, 
crowned him with dominion over all the 
earth, and given to him every hlesaing 
that could he desired. Neither sin, sick- 
negg nor death were there. It was a per- 
fect world peopled by a perfect race* It 
waa the proud handiwork of an All-wise, 
Almighty, loving God; and in it He took 
delight. It was very good. (Gen. 1:31)*

Now let UB consider a bit. Tn order 
lor one to esieFCise power, ha .must be 
given, the pidvilego of choosing bow he 
shall oxerolaa It; otberwise he would be 
nought but an nutomstou, A mler can 
not rule uniesa he hai the power to rule 
as he sees fit or desires. If he be not 
given this privilege <d choice— the power 
to exei-cise his own will — then ho is not 
a. mlsr but simply the servant of another 
who hae power over him to direct hSs 
every action. God chcae to mahe His 
creatures god-like in order to associate 
with them on the basis of equality. He 
gave l^eni dominion ao that they might 
bo like Himself; so that they might fel- 
lowship with Him and He with tbom. 
This power of dominion carried with it 
the cleucuta of free will, the right to 
choose for themselves what action to 
take. They were given every reason 
chooeiug to continue that blessed fel- 
lowship with Gcd.. 

However^ certain created apirltual be- 
ings, creatures of God, created servaiits. 
had rebelled against the rule of the Al- 
mighty. One± especially — Ladfer was 
his name, had become bo puffed up over 
his power and position thst he felt him- 
self the equal of Godt and dstermined to

The Word tellg vs that the woman waa 
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deceived by Satan* hut that the man ate 
of tha fruit to please bia wife. This de- 
liberate diaobedlance was the outgrowth 
of unbelief in Ged^a Werd. Just so long 
as man holds to his unbelief in the Word 
of God he can have no- fellowahip with 
God. Mankind died* epiritualiy* in tha 
day they ate of tha forbidden fruit. 
Death means separation. Man was 
separated from God by reaBon of hia un- 
belief in God^s tnith. And now God is 
seeking the whole world o'er to find men 
who wm believe Ehn. 

EDEN TO BE BEGAH^ 

This* then* is that hope which makes 
so great a differeuoe in men* They hope 
"for a city which hath foundations* 
whose builder and maker is God.” <Heb. 
11:10.) "Truly, if they had been mind- 
ful of that country from whence they 
came out (this world with its sinful 
pleasures and its sickness, pain and 
death) they might have had opportunity 
to hsva returned*” these Prisoners of 
Hope* but "now they desire a better 
country (that Is, an heavenly) where- 
fore Qod is not ashamed to be called 
their God; for he hath prepared for 
them a city." They have a hope. 

And this hope 1b based on the pramiBes 
of God whose love caused Him to provide 
a way to cLtcnmveut thi plan of SBtan 
and redeem unto Himself the earth which 
He cteated and all men who shall tom to 
Him in sincere belief* trusting iu the 
Word of Ged and walking in the Way of 
Salvation. God's promises Is to all "who- 
soever believeth in Him (Jesus Ghrist) 
ahaU not perish but have everlasting life; 
for God sent not his Son into the world 
to condemn the world* but that the world 
through Him might be saved. He that 
believeth on Him is not condenmed; hut 
he that believeth not is condemned al- 
ready* because he hath not believed in 
the name of the only boffotten Son of 
God." John 

Unbelief in God^a Word caused the 
death (spiritually and physically) of 
man; and* only that belief in God's Word 
which Bccepta Ghriat Jesus as Saviour 
and Lord can reetore life unto man.

A TTEMPTS are being made to tiaufi- 
plant to America* the game hatreds 
that have, during recent yeata, brought 
augh groat sorrow to Christiana and 
Christ's Cause in the Did World, This 
fact involves a tragie trend which he- 
lievera are coming more and more to un- 
derstand — B. trend which they dare*uot 
ignore or minimiEe. 

Down the corridors of the centuries, 
covering a period of almost two thonisand 
years, there have been repeated instances 
^ designing political leaders using Chris- 
tians as scapegoats, to advance their 
aims. Totalitarianism is not new. It is 
a throwback to outwom* diacardsd sys-

Pemsal of Church history discloses^ 
mmieroxiB examples of despots venting 
their hatred sgainst the foQowers of 
ChrlsL On one hand* tba totalitarian 
ideology abellahea human liberty , * , and 
on the other, drums up preteTts for 
wounding the Church. Dietetorshlp and 
Christianity are mortal ansmies. 

The Gospel operates as a restraining 
force against evU. As such* it interferes 
with, tbo nefarious achetneg of autocrats 
who regard themselvca ns demigods des- 
tined to bend the souls of their felLow- 
men. 

The last two decades have witnessed the 
rapid advance of dictatorship smong 'the 
countrioB of Europe and Asia. Christiana 
have suffered in proportion to the devel- 
opment of tbiB fungus growth oq the 
body politic. No matter the color of the 
dictator's ahlrt, he invariably turns out 
to be the foe* the persecutor* of Bible- 
helieving Children of God. It has te be 
tiiat way because hia philosophy is haa- 
ically anti-GhristianI 

Blows are falling only upon religious 
leaders in the United States* who are 
true to the tenets of historical and evan- 
griical Christianity — those who accept 
such doctrines as the deity, 'virgin birth, 
blood atonement, ascension, resurrection, 
and second coming* of Jeans Christ. Lib- 
oral unbeHevers* who repudiate these 
doctrines but neverthelegg wear the badge 
of Dhriatianlty, are NOT being ha.rass8d 
and persecuted by epies, entrappers, stool 
plgeojia and smear artfsta. 



Men aspiring to become dictators are 
faced with the necessity of intimidating 
Christian leaders and ultimately aUenciiig 
the Gospel Testimony, Only by this moam 
can they hope to place shackles upon a 
nation. Totalitarianism and tree Chris- 
tianity cannot exist togathar. 

.Fortunately for America* there are 
millions of believers whose vision on this 
score is clear. Thoy understand the un- 
derlying factors involvad. And they are 
expressing themselves in prayer* and 
otherwise, with a boldness that does cred- 
it to the memories of the long tine of 
martyrs* from whom they deBcended, 

With books on bacred history available 
for pemsal* only a foolish man would 
ha've the audacity to put Me ptmy will, 
against the will of Christ's Church. Gach 
a person is incapable of learning lessons 
from the past. He undersgtimates the 
willingness and ability of Christians to 
suffer for the; Maater^g sake. He forgets 
that dictators have come and gone , , - 
hut the Church hag marched on!

The fight lor reli^ous liberty has been 
a long struggle against dogpota who 
abused powers filched from unauspaeUng 
people, Buch men have filled the world 
with woe. It Is an hlstorieal paradox 
that the successes of those who have en- 
slaved nations* often turned out, lu the 
long run* to ba failores . . . while the 
defeats of those who were fighting for 
freedom* have proved* in reality* to ba 
victories. 

Mary Tudor r^olutely get herself to 
root out all beUeverg, and yet there wexe 
more true followers of Christ in England 
on t(ie day of her death than when she 
ascended the throne. King Jamea thought 
he won a great victory whau John Robin- 
son and William BFewater were banished 
from England, hut his triumph turned 
out to b« iguominious defeat.

TT is the year 1&&0, An old manor bouse 
*atanda at brooby* several mUea from 
London, Tho occupant is a young man 
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by tbe n»nn« of 'WilM&m B^Wetar. Quae^n 
Elizab&tb has made him one of her post- 
masteTB. He liTes a quJet and peacecfnl 
11fe» looking’ after the mail, cariUB' ier 
poat-riders and traTel^re along the road 
that leads up to York. 

Croat changes are taking place In hbig- 
land. "The fires of a spiritual revival are 
be^nning to Ignite. Eohcrt Brawn is 
ptoaehing to large crowds in Londom 
Richard Clifton] a maa with a long white 
beardh reuses to recognize the right of 
the State to invade the sacred precincts 
of divine worship. William Bi’ewster 
shares thie conviction and denounces 
those bent upon petsecuting believers 
Many of Brewster’s neighbors at Bcrooby, 
Anaterfleld, Bawtry, Oainsborongh^ and 
other hamUto feel the same way. 

But the totalitarian curse, of those 
times, gains the npper hand. Bur^U' 
crats, as they would be called today, reg- 
ulate the personal lives of the people^ 
“Commissioners" ate appointed to snoop, 
apy and make Inquiry about "heretical 
opinions’^ and ‘^seditious books," and pun- 
ish those guilty of the least infraction of 
governmental decrees^ 

Harry Barrow and John Greenwood are 
arrested, John Copping and EUsa Thack- 
er are put to death. WUlLam Brewster 
knows these men. Their crime is disre- 
gard for the orders of self-appointed au- 
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tocrats. louring this struggle for human 
liberty, bravo men prefer to yield their 
lives on scaffolds, or perish in loathsome 
prison cells rather than eko out a mis- 
erable existence as slaves and serfs, 

Barrow La hold in prison six years. 
The authorities do not dsre, during this 
poriod, to hum him, because of his large 
following among the people. However, 
on a certain morning before London ho- 
conies astir and when the persecutors 
think tbe time propitious, the humble 
Preacher ie taken out to Tyburn and 
speedily put to death by hanging. To 
terroTise Christas true followers, 'John 
Peury, a Welshman, is arrested on the 
same day — HIS CRIME BEING THAT 
HE WKO^l’E AND CIRCULATED A 
PAMPHLET CRITICIZING THOSE IN 
POWER, d&mandlng also tho right of the 
people to exercise religious liberty. Ho 
is publicly hanged Juno 1&93. 

Tho persecuted Chris^arvs are dubbed 
Puritans. Brewster turns the old manor 
house into a place of worship. Believers 
defy the autocrats and aseerable every 
Lord's day, Richard Clifton, the Christ- 
like man with the long beard, usually 
preaches. When he cannot he pres&nt, 

I John EobEnson takes his place. 

I The next day sfler the hangSiig qf Fen- 
ry, Parliament passes a law imprisoning 
and confiscating the property of persons 
found guilty of thinking for themselves 
or acting independently in matters of re- 
llgioua worship. This means Immodiate 
perseention of those attending the non- 
conforming Church which, has been estab- 
llahed in London. But Brewster finds it 
possible to continue for a time tbe serv- 
ices at the olid manor house. 

On March Zi^ 1&03> Queen Bliiabeth 
draws her last breath. James O'f Scot- 
bnd, a thirty-six-yeat-old man, becomes 
her suecssaor. Puritans hope for the best 
hut soon discover him to he vain, self- 
willed, conceited and cruel. 

By this time there are several hundred 
Ministers in England who believe in reli- 
gious liberty and the true faith. They 
send a petition to James and he grants 
an audience at Hampton Court The per- 
secuted beUevera leave hla presence with 
heavy hearts, for they have heard him 
say: "I will have one doctrine, one dis- 
cipline, one religion. 1 alone will decide. 
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I will make yon conform, or I will harry 
you out of the land, or else do Worse — 
hang yen,” 

The King was greatly pleased with 
himself. Later he boasted bo friends; 
peppered them soundly." This is not tho 
first time, nor the last time, that true 
and undafUed religion came to grips with 
toUlitarianism fanaticism. 

What shall tbe little hand of worship- 
pars do at the manor houee in Scroohy ? 
They love their homea and native sur- 
roundings. They love tholr country. They 
talk about leaving England for the Hew 
World, beyond the broad Atlantic. Re- 
ports have lately reached them about Vir- 
ginia — its delightful climate, fertile soil, 
fruita, flowers and riches. But the despot 
kills this idea “in the boming" hy pasaing 
a law that, "Ko Engliahman shall tFaks- 
port himself to Virginia without a IL 
cense.” 

James will not permit the liberty-loving 
heliavers to seek a haven of reet In the 
forests, among wild animals and Indiana. 
Neither will he let them leave for Hol- 
land. He has power to banish the Chris- 
tians from England, hut will not allow 
them to go into exile of their own accord, 

William Brewster nnd Ms friends re- 
solve to flee secretly to Holland. He has 
visited Amsterdam on a previous occa- 
sion, and knows how to proceed with 
plans, A ship-maater promises to ^ take 
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great EugUsJi classics. More intar- 
eeting than fiction because it tella 
the dramatic atory of aama of the 
most Uiriiling petLoda of ChrtstUii 
history. Aeide from the Blhle, tt is 
to bo qaestioned if any hook has 
wielded a greater influence upon 
the Ufa of the Church thaa 
BOOK OF MARTYRS.

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them. The Puritana soil their property 
and other poexessions. Under cover cf 
darltnesa they make their way to the 
harbor city, congratulating themfelvea 
upon succaaa. But they rejoice too soon. 

The captain of the vessel la a knave. 
He has informed the authoriti^. The 
Christians are arrested and con^igtied to 
prison. After many weeks and much 
suffering they are allowed to go f^e. 
Being so far removed from London, the 
mlers tMnk the humble group can do 
little harm. 

A second attempt is made and this 
time with grsator success. Families are 
temporahly disunitsd hut asecmhlc again 
in far-away Holland. Two years pasa. 
The exiles work at various trades and 
woxahip God according to tho dictates of 
conseletice. But they are troubled about 
their children. Them are no ^ English 
schools. Holland grants them succor, the 
Dutch people are kind, but the emigrants 
love their native land. Again the possi- 
bility of migrating to the New World is 
dlgcaissed. 

The men who have sacrificed so much 
for human liberty, decide an attempt 
should be made to cross the Atlantic and 
put Europe with all its tyrannieE forever 
behind them. They hear that a new or- 
ganisation of speculators has been formed 
in England, called the Plymouth Com- 
pany. William Brewater heads a group 
to visit London* after financiers got the 
King to promise that tho Puritans lyould 
not he molested while there. An agree- 
ment was made wharqby the Christiana 
would work for seven yeera for the Com- 
pany withoat pay, after reaching Amer- 
ica. 

The terms are extremely severe. Yet, 
for the sake of being free and enjoying 
the right of raising their chUdreu in the 
fear and admonition of the Lord, they 
accept. The meiicliaiita obtain two wa- 
sela — ■ the Mayflower and Speed.well. Tho 
latter has to tqrn hack soon after start- 
ing* because a Leak is discovered. The 
Mayflower is loaded far beyond normal 
capacity. 

The group assembles for the Last time, 
on July Zl, IdZtl. The momlug is spent 
in fagting and prayer. Every face Eitt 
stained with tears. John Rebinson 
preaches. He stoys with those who re- 
main in Europe. WiUlam Brewnter hoards 
the Mayflower. They kneel on the deck 
for a final aeaaon of worship before be- 
ginning the voyaged 



AH is ready. An election Is held. 

A Governor is elected for each ship. 
Lrt it he noted that THE PEOPLE 
ELECTED THEIR LEADERS. They 
were not appointed by King Jameis. 
This act represents tho first real ges- 
ture toward human liberty in the 
New World. It is the beginuiiLg of 
a new order on the earth. 

The Governor of Jamestown holds Ms 
commission from the King, Bnt John 
Carver, Governor of those on hoard The 
Mayflower, is elected BY THE PEOPLE. 
The tiny ship* hearing human liberty as 
its precious cargo, spreads sail and glides 
graeefully into the broad Atlantie. Fierce 
storms are encountered. The vessel, is 
tossed like an eggshell upon the waves. 

The main beam becomes wrenched from 
its place and there Is danger of sinking. 
0ns man has a great iron screw. No ona 
knows why he hreught it He himself 
does not know. It just meets the need. 
The beam is forced into its place and the 
chip survives the gale. 

After many weeks endnring the Mnd 
of expeiiences that try men^s souls, iand 
is sighted. They skirt the coast for some 
distance. On Nevemher 21st, anchor is 
dropped at Cape Cod. Here they remain 
for a short time before proceeding to 
Plymonthr 

The new arrivals demand law and or- 
der in the commnuEty that will he estsb- 
tished. The edicts of King James, the 
totalitarian, will mean little to them in 
the New World. Human liberty is to 
them a God-given right* not something 
conferied according to the whims of a 
despot. So* the Christians assemble in 
the cabin of the ship and draw up a 
doenment, .a covenant* fer everyone to 
sign. It is called ^The Mayflower Com- 
pact” and reads as fallows; 

^1n the name of God* Amen. We* 
whose names are underwritten ... by 
these presents, solemnly and mutually, 
in the presence of God and one another* 
covenant and combine ourselves together 
into a civil body politic, for one better 
oi-dering and preservation* and further- 
airce of tha enda aforesaid* and by virtue 
hereof to enact, constitute* and form such 
just and equal laws, ordinances, acts, con- 
stitutions, and ofTicea, from time to time, 
as shall bo thought most meet and con- 
venient for the general good of the col- 
ony* unto which we promise all due sub- 
mission and ohsdiencc.” 

The world never before has seen such 
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tion* tliftt illaminate the pathway to a 
Christian life. Some of these are so 
clear and plain tliat they seem like the 
finger of G*d pomtin^ the way. Nearly 
2 k<WO years ago the Saviour of men drew 
aside the veil and revealed the nature 
of gennine Christian aerrice, the kind of 
sarvlca that is pleasing in the sight of 
Cod, in one of the moat beautifnl pas- 
sages to bo found in all Biblical litera- 
ture^ when he said; 

"For I was an hungered and ye gave 
me meat; 1 was thirety and ye gave me 
drink; I was a stranger and you took 
me inj 

"Naked^ and ye clothed me; I was sick 
and ye visited me; 1 was In prison and 
ye came unto me; 

‘TTorilyj I say unto you, inagmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of 
these, my brethren, ye have done it unto 
Me.*^ 

In this passage ’jve find a Christianas 
duty outlined in charscters of living light. 
K it ware the only revelation in the entire 
Holy Scriphii^ it would he sufficient In 
itself to give poise and direction to every 
sincere person who desires to fulfill the 
obligations of a Christian, 

I like to think of Christianity in these 
times of cataclysmic woes in its old Bib- 
lical Bfinse as a leaven. A leaven has no 
usefulness oj- effect, unless it mingles 
with the mass it is to leaven. 

So Christianity:, to he a good leaven In 
a world that so much needs saving, must 
be of the world ond part of the world, 
just as Christ, who came to save men, 
was of the world and part of the world. 
I disagree utterly with some of the- min- 
isters and laymen of our churcheg who 
contend that Chrlgtlans should keep aloof 
from thege gi'oat human problems lest 
they drag the church into politics, Christ 
bad no such g^Lteamishness about the 
word “poUtics*^ when he drove the money 
changers from the temple. The chureh 
has a divine miaslau to heal and to save, 
and it needs to he dragged into every 
sltnation, if you want to put it that 
way, where its healing and saving infhi- 
once may be ejterciaed. 

CHHISTIANITY'S GKEATBST 
OPPORTUHinr 

There la no doubt in my mind that 
Chrbttanity is confronting its greatest 
test and its greatest respongihility In the 



Opportunity that La opening before us to 
reconstruct a new and better world out 
of the ashefi of the present conflict. The 
chaos we are bound to face when the 
belligerents lay down their armg will be 
a tremendons challenge to united Chris- 
tian effort. Wo must prepare to meet 
that ehallenge. We must not permit the 
world to slip into paganisin. This ia no 
time for Christiana to i-est on their pars. 
The world will not be saved hy wishful 
thinking. There mugt be planning. Thera 
must be eooparalion. There must be hard, 
practical thinking. Now is none too soon 
to take steps to bring into action all uf 
the Christian forces, everywhere. Wo 
Christians should be alerted to the su- 
preme task that is ahead of ua in order 
to be prepared iu will and in spirit to 
meet the ptoblgms which will become 
more apparent as great eveatg develop. 

After all of humanity^a suffering and 
gacriffce no peace will be acceptable ex- 
cept a pe.ace of the ages, and there cau 
be no peace of the ages that is not found- 
ed on Christiau faith- We bear a good 
deal these days about a peace based on 
force, but a peace based on force alona 
would be erected on shifting aauds. No 
peace will stand the test of time that doeg 
not write into permanent international 
relations the Christian principles of mu- 
tual heLpiubiess and understanding, 

Christtaus, the hour of destiny draws 
near* We are facing epochal decisions. 
New ahapeg will soon be beaten out on 
the anvils of the world,^ and we must be 
prepared to do our part. Let ua not fail 
the Master. We have a world to eon<p]er. 
Let us solemnly resolve that our precipug 
bpyg who died in Tunisia, in SicUy, In 
Italy, and at Guadalcanal shall not have 
died in vain. Let us gird ourgelvea for 
the battle that will bo the world’s Arma- 
geddon —the battle to save the world for 
Chrigt When We save it for Cluist we 
wiU be saving ii lor humanity. As w^ 
see the cherished landmarkg pf civUlaa- 
tion going down in amoldering ruins we 
say — and we mean it— that thig must 
be the war that will end all wai's, but we 
will have mora wars if we have the same 
old caugeg, inherent in ungodliness and 
selfishness, that make for wars. As an 
antidote for ware let us busy ourselves 
erecting the Cross of Christ. The time 
Lb ripe for an “Onward Christian Sol- 
diers” tupvement that would rock the 
world. 
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WE SHOULD GET BACE TO FUNDA- 
MENTALS OF GOVERNMENT 
AND RELIGION 

The trouhle with us today is that we 
have wandered too far from the funda'- 
mentals. The fundamentals of sound 
temporal govamment are to be found in 
the Constitution of the United States and 
the accompanying Bill of Bights. 

On the basis of those fundamentals 
the founding fathers fabricated a 
syateni of free government — the best 
the World has ever known — simple, 
economical, effective, and adeqaato ' 
to all of our needs. In the long course 
of yearg malignant buteaticrallc ex- 
crescences hive been plLod high on 
the original stmetnre which ohscure . 
to a degree the primal purposes and 
‘Impede the fnnetioning of our Gov- 
ernment as it was originally planned. 

We need to cast aside politics! and eco- 
nomic fallacies and to gob back to the 
Constitution. Hut the overshadowing 
question confronting us aJid the entire 
human, race now ig bow to get back to 
God. The world would not be in the fix 
it is today if it had not wandered from 
God. The sooner the world gets right 
with God, the sooner it will right itself. 

And here is where God'^a revelation^ '' 
come into the picture. Just as we see the 
face of God in Ris works of nature, so wo 
can, if We will* see His face in the chart 
of social relations which He proposes 
for all men and women on this earth. 
That /Chart is to he found in the Bible 
and ft is not necessary oven to road tho 
entire Bible to find that chart, for it is 
epitomized in the words of our text; 

"Thou Bhalt lovo thy nolghhor a& thy- 
self,” 

The Creator of this beautiful world^ 
made plenteous provision to sustain the 
lives of all the millions that might ever 
inhabit It. Tliere la enough land lying 
uncultivated and fallow to support all hu. 
man b^ngs on the earth, if they would 
but agree to the princlplss of the Bermon 
PH the Mount, forget their hatreds, lay 
down their guns* and go to work. Whan 
the present cataclysm is over* there must 
inevitably ha a large-scale readjustment - 
that will take into consideration the eco- 
uomlc needs of the entire human family, 

I have always believed that Christ spoke 
with Supreme suthcrity and divine wia- 
dom when Ho taught us to pray; 

'■Thy will be done on earth as it ia 
in Heaven.” 
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If 1 have caught the aignlficance and 
implications of Christ's life and mission* 
thU nteane that we may join Gad's eter- 
nal kingdom right hero ™ earth, and by 
availing ourselves of the bmumerable op- 
portunities that are offered to help oth- 
ers, we may earn our place in the eternal 
kingdom and walk in strength and recti- 
tude untQ we meet the Father face to 
face. 

We do not need to delve deepLy into the 
thoplogical profunditieg to be good Chris- 
tians and good men and women. What 
we do not understand we may accept on 
faith. It is enough if 'wo love God with 
all of our minds and all of our strength 
and all of our understanding, for if wa 
tsfuly love Him wo will ha evcrlaBtingly 
seeking ways to do His work on earth. 
Loving Bervico will cease to be a task and 
win become a privilege. A long time ago 
r wrote s motto which It seemed to me, 
as it seems to me now* was a suitable 
guide for ua in this vale of tears. 

It reads as follows; 

^'Wa can do nothing better* we can do 
nothing finer, we can do nothing grander 
than to help our fellow mortals over the 
rough places of life.”

Stripes we nra healed,” Ksalah &3:S. 

1. The Cniemiion. The tnal of Jesus 
was a huTksque. It was iUeiral in every 
respect The pei'secatora deliberately 
ereated a mob scene tp make jueMce im- 
poaaihle. The fmy of Satan waa i-e- 
leased upon Him, Mark soya: “And the 
soldiers led him away into the halt And 
they clothed him with purple, and platted 
a ci-own of thorns, and put it about hia 
head. They smote him on the head with 
a i-eed, and did spit upon him. When 
they had mocked him. they took off the 
pui pie fmm him, and put his own clothes 
on him, and led hiin out to curelfy him.'" 

To undei'stand why the Son of God 
should undergo such ti'eatmEnt, wre must 
refer to Hia own words; “I am the good 
shepherd; the good shepherd glveth his 
life for the sheep, I lay down my life 
for the sheep. Therefore doth my leather 
love.me, because I lay down my life, that 
I might take it again. No man taketh it 
from me, but 1 lay it down- of myself.” 

The events of that historic day demon- 
strate the depth to which mankind can 
sink, as well sik the heights of love from 
which God reaches down to redeem. Man, 
made in the image of God, becomes a 
grotesque caricature through sin; he 
mocks and criciries the One Who came 
to restore hie lost estate, 

""He was wounded for our transgrea- 
aionsl” The only sinless Person the 
world has over known, took the wounds* 
that were rightfully ours. Ha died as 
the sinner’s Substituto, By His death Be 
became the propitiation for our eina.

"The chaslisement of our peace^ was 
Upon him,” In no other way could un- 
righteous man find tha "peaco of God 
which passeth imderetanding.*^ Through 
ain man became estranged from the 
Father, a pi^odigal in a far country- But 
'^God waa in Christ, reconciling the world 
Unto himaalf.’^ Only ihe assurance of 
^aitia forgiven, provide the eense of peace, 
soul rest and security, for which the hu- 
man heart craves. 

2. The Mockery. Having achiavad their 
pui-poae^tha crtidfixiou of Jasus, one 
might have expected tha vindictlvenass 
of tha persecutors to subside. But the 
opposite w^as trua, THE MASTER WAS 
AT THE MERCY OP EXPERT HAT- 
ERS, They moved about, baneath the 
Croasr their faces disfigured with snarls. 
TKay had seen Him fall beneath tha 
heavy beam. They had watched Him 
climb the hill, a nagro slave at hia side. 
They had heard the crunch of flash and 
bone as the spikes piacred the hands and 
feat. He was “despised and rejected of 
men." They beheld His beautiful face 
so marred that "There was no beauty 
that we should desire him,'* But the 
writers do not record a kindly word, or 
a shamed expression, from His enemies, 
fnstead the soldiers gambled for His gar- 
ments, and the pilosts mocked Him, 

a. The Abandonment He shrank from 
the Cup in the Garden. Now He drinks 
the very dregs. It must be drained to 
the iBBt bitter drop. The sun, moon and 
stars were veiled. The earth ataggered. 
A cry was heard from Golgotha*? brow, 

I "Tt is finished !” Temple worehip was 
finished; the last cnicificial lamb had 
been offered, and upon Him was laid the 
sin of the world. The Sacrifice w^as ac- 
cepted, The veil In the Temple was tom 
from, top to bottom. 

In fulfillment of Psalms 22;1, the 
Saviour called out: "My God, my God, 
why hast thou fortaken me?” The eye 
of God is ?o holy that He cannot look 
upon sin. At Calvary, Jesus Gbriat be- 
came our Sin-bearer, our Substitute for 
sin- God withdrew! Jesus went through 
the ordeal alone. Sinners are saved, NOT 
by their self-effort, or good works , . . 
but by accepting what He did for them.

OU>EN TEXT; "Know ye not that 
your body Is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost?" I Cor. 6:19! 

This is the quarterly Temperance Ees- 
Bon. It pertains to self control and 
Christian character. It emphosiaes the 
dangers of intoxicaGng liquor and barm- 
fbl habits. 

1- Man’s high calling. Man occupies a 
higher position, by virtue of his creationj, 
than all other creatures on this earth. 
The Psalmist says he is "made a little 
lower than God, and crowned with glory 
and honor.” (Amencan Standard Ver- 
sio'n) Psalm S. He waa a "Prince of 
God,” with territory over which to exer- 
cise authority This dominion waa above 
eveiy other created thing; the Prince 
was snewerabie only to the King, His 
Father. He was not a cave man or a 
aavage. He had power to think, and 
speak the language of God, His palace 
was Eden, and the Father often visited 
His children in the cool of the day. 

Despite the Fall, man stil! has great 
authority. He must wrest a living from 
the earth. He may subdue it to an ex- 
tent. Buf he is “fEarfully and wonder- 
fully made.*' Our ancertsy takes us back 
to God> and not to the ^ooE 

2. Keeping to the high calling. Man's 
dignity is such that the human body de- 
serves to be kept clean and fit, as a 
dwelling place for tha Spirit of God. 

Careful instructions were given for 
man's welfare. Too often these cora- 
manda have bean ignored or deliberately 
transgreseed. Not hutil after the Dalugo 
waa flesh included in human diet, and 
the life span immediately shortened. 
When the appetite is indulged through 
overeating and drinking, the work of God 
in a human life is retarded. In o^er 
words, one should eat and drink to live 
. , . not live to eat and drink. 

Paul applies caution, not only to eat- 
iug and drinking, but any act, which 
might be wrongly construed by a weaker 
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brothern “It is good neither to eat fleeb, 
nor to drink wine, nor anything wherehy 
thy brother stumhleth, or Js offended, 
or is made weak.” 

Dr. K. A, Torrey says; "The true 
Christian pmiciple of total abstinence is 
found in this verse. It applies also to a 
great many other things. It will go far 
toward settling many questions that are 
troubling Christians as to whether they 
should do thiB or tliat. It is not m^ely a 
question aa to whether the thing is 
wrong in ItoeifT or whether you will be 
hurl yourself by it^ hut the real quee- 
tion is — WUl anyone be injured, made ta 
stumble, by my doing it? If any one 
else will be injured by my indulgence, no 
matter how innocent the thing itoeM may 
be, and bow harmless it may be to me, 
I will not do it, WHEN IN DOUBT AB 
TO WHETHER AN ACTION WILL 
PLEASE GOD, DON’T DO IT." 

3. A purchased possession. Acceptance 
of the Lord Jesus, means that a person ia 
no longer his own ... he has become the 
poaeession of the Holy Spirit. He has 
been bought with a price, "What? know 
ye not that your bd9y is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost, which ifi in you, which 
ye have of God, and ye ore not your Own ? 
For ye were b^ght with o price ” 

In the Lesson for March 19th., we saw 
tho enormouB price paid for our redemp- 
tion. We should be wUling to make 
secrifices in return, by avoiding those 
thinge which would keep Christ from 
being properly mirrored in our daily 
life.

Entering the Second Quarter, the I.es- 
aons take us from- the Gospel Mark^ 
to the Ldfe and Lettore of the Apostle 
PauL 

Jesus had risen from the tomb. For 
forty days He remained on earth, estab- 
lishing the resurrection "by many infalli- 
ble proofs.” Then, after giving the com- 
mand to tarry in Jerulaaem, He "was 
taken up, and. a cloud received him out 
of their sight.” 

The disciples remained In Jerusalem 
until the day of Pentecost, when the Holy 
Spirit launched the Church which Jesus 



had promised to build. <Matt The 

manifestation of power was so great that 
many who "by wicked hands had slain 
and crucified” the Lord Jesus, became 
convicted and enrolled as Hia followers. 
The number increased with unbelievable 
rapidity. 

Not for long, would the Jews permit 
this new "heresy ” to make progress un- 
molested. A wave of persecution was pre- 
cipitated, culminating with the stoning 
of Stephen. It is poobabte that Saul of 
Tarsus, who attended the execution, was 
a member of the Banbedrin. He was 
lator deputized to direct the programe 
which were mapped, to extermluato the 
GhrlsUana. “And as for Haul, he made 
havoc of the church," 

But like a ripe thistle struck by a 
whirlwind — where only one'thisGe stood, 
soon thousands appeared ... so it was 
with the growth of the Church, "There, 
fore they that were scattered abroad 
went every where preaching the word.” 
Persecution backfired against the perse- 
catora. 

1. Saul, the enemy. Oh! how Saul hatod 
Jesua GhrJet! It is evident that he arrived 
at Jerusalem ehortly after the Church 
started, and through association with 
members of the Sanhedrin, became im- 
bued with the idea of destroying all who 
IhsistEd upon following the Naearene. 



am Jeeus whom thou poraecutest; But 
riso, and atond upon thy feet,^ 

Paul stood. He stood like a rock. He 
joined the Christian group at Damascus. 
Convicted of sin, GUed with remorse, 
blinded and weeping, be had to be led 
into the city. Three days were. required 
to regain coinposure. Imagine the 
amazement, the constoniation, of the city 
synagogue, when the discovery was made. 
The Jews tried to kill him but he escaped, 
being let down by ChristiBna, over the 
wall, in a basket. 

3. Paul, the toarlcae preacher. The 
Lord changed his name. A new nature 
... a new name! Never wa? e conver- 
sion more complete. From the furious 
persecutor, to the fearless preacher — 
transformed in a flash. To Agrippa he 
continued; "Whereupon, Q King Agrippa, 
1 was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision."
